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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



A stent graft comprising: 

at least one stent having k proximal end and a distal end and having 
a lumen extending therethroug/i between the proximal and distal ends, 
and 

a covering of collager/ having an extracellular matrix, secured to the 
at least one stent and extending therealong bejtfveen the proximal and 
distal ends.

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& The stent graft of claim 1 , comprising a plurality of stents connected 
together to form a stent frame/with lumens of the respective stents 
coaligned to form a common/continuous lumen extending from a distal 
stent frame end to a proximal stent frame end, and the covering extending 
therealong between the proximal and distal stent frame ends. 


The stent graft of claim 3, wherein the stent frame has eyelets at the 
proximal and distal adds. 
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The stent graft of claim 4, wherein the covering is sutured to the stent 
frame using a figment of biocompatible material that extends through the 
eyelets. 


"6. The stenygraft of claim 3, wherein each of said plurality of stents has 
eyelets at pmoximal and distal ends thereof, and the covering is sutured to 
the stent frame using a filament of biocompatible material that extends 
through the eyelets. 
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^T. The stent graft of claim 1 , wherein the covering is secured to the at 
least one stent at locations along the stent using a filament of 
biocompatible material, the locations/being adapted to secure the filament 
in position against movement axialw with respect to the stent during 
5 deployment at a treatment site o/a patient.
